But it Does Not Exist and Glover 
is Elected, 


Ed. Butler Explains How He Fooled Himself

There is apparently no room for doubt about 
Mr. Glover’s election over Mr. Nathan Frank, 
despite the combined efforts of Messrs. Ed 
Butler and Chauncey I. Filley. Mr. Nathan 
Frank, however, claims that he is entitled to 
the certificate of election, and evidently will 
contest Mr. Glover’s seat if he does not re- 
ceive it. 

When seen by a Post-DIsPpatcu reporter this 


morning, 
MR. GLOVER 


was very cheerful and of course overjoyed at 
the result. He said: The official returns 
show a majority exceeding one hundred. I 
did not understand this result until I saw this 
morning that Davisson had 1,764 votes. I I 


had known he would poll such a vote I would 
never have expected to be elected atall. So 
far as the ‘ring’ is concerned, with Davisson 
out of the way, I should have beaten them 
eighteen hundred votes.

Charley Becker laid 
$1,500 in various wacers that Glover would 
poll a majority of 6,000 and will therefore 
regret that much, and Pat Curran wishes he 
hadn't wagered $250 on a similar proposition.

THIS MORNING. 


MYSTERIOUS 


He Accuses Williams Dixon, a Fellow Clerk, 
ef Killing Him With Knife—Dixen is Ar- 
rested and Emph@tically Denies the 
Charge—The Story of 8 Mystery. 


Henry Hoke, a youmg man who has been 
employed as a shipping clerk at Orawford’s 
ary goods store, died at St. Luke’s Hospital 
yesterday from injuries received on the even- 
ing of October 5, Velled Prophet night. He 
had been down town that evening to view the

When it became evident that the young man 
was badly injured, his mother, Mrs. Mary Hoke, 
determined to prosecute Dixon, and on Octo- 
ber 22 she swore to information fora warrant 
charging bim with asgauit to kill. The infor- 
mation accuses him of stabbing her son witha 
knife, the blade of which is three inches long. 
Dios was arrested, but was released on 
bond, Mr. Crawford going his security. When 
word was received yesterday of Hoke’s 
death, two officers were sent to . 
on’s house, No. 147 North Ninth 
street, where they arrested him last even- 
ing. This morning be was removed to the 
holdover at the Four Courts, where he was 
seen by a POST- DISPATCH representative. He 
is a small man of middie age, lame in one leg 
and of very respectable appearance. There is 
nothing in nis iooks which would indicate 
that he would be guilty of the offense charged 


against him. 
THE PRISONER'S STORY. 

He spoke very freely about the charge 
against him and told a straightforward story. 
„On the night in question,’’ he said, I was 
down in Fourth street with my wife and I 
never saw nor met Hoke tne whole evening. 
After receiving his injuries he worked for 
two days at Crewtford’s and during that 
time made several different statements con- 
cerning the mannerin which he came by bis 
injuries. One of his stories was that an 
Italian had trouble on the street with some 
boys who had been annoying bim and that 
one of the boys —— up a stone and threw it 
at the Italian. It missed him but struck Hoke, 
who was standing near ; + Another story, 
and one which appears to be more likely, was 
that he had been oing along Washington 
avenue and at enth street was called 
into one of those houses there by a woman. 
While inside the husband of the woman put 
in an appearance and finding Hoke there 
struck him in the head with either a knife or 
ahatehet. Of course, be was ashamed to tell 
his mother that he had visited such a place 
and told her this story about me in order to 
hide from her bow he had really come by the 
wound. This is the statement he made of the 
affair confidentially to a friend who is em- 
ployed in the store with bim.“
